The Rural Mall Delivery. 


Ii is expected that before the end of the 


present fiscal year the rural mail delivery 
will be extended to accommodate a total 
of 2,000,000 farmers' families in the Uni- 
ted States. The Post-office department 
is locating new routes as rapidly as possi- 
ble, 776 having been established since 
the l»t of July, and Mr. Machen, the Su- 
perintendent, will have 4,300 in opera- 
tion before the 80th of June next. The 
service promises to be mure than self-sus- 
taining because of the great increase in 
the mail bandied, this increase averaging 
more than 40 per cent. The number of 
letters registered has increased 57per cent, 
the number of money-orders issued 40 
per cent, and the sale of postage stamps 
24 per cent. The largest increase has been 
in the newspaper mail, varying from 50 to 
300 per cent, in different parts of the coun- 
try. This last is perfectly natural, because 
under the1 rural free delivery system a far- 
mer can have a daily paper delivered to 
him on the date of its publication, where- 
as formerly it wae useless for him to sub- 
scribe because he could not afford to waste 
the time to go to the poet-office more than 
once or twice a week. Another noticeable 
feature is the 
increase in fourth-clasi 


matter, which consists chiefly of small ar 
tides purchased by mnil from the city 
stores. This has beeomu so large a basi 
ness that sooner or latur the Post-office 
Department will be confronted by a ne- 
problem . 
The carriers' carts are now 


loaded to their full oapiicity with the or 
dinary mails, and if the mall-shopping 
Increases rapidly In the future as it has in 
the past auxiliary wagons will have to be 
provided for the delivery of packages.
